A Raliniess Wheat 

In the Nineteenth Century Dr. Wil- 
liam Macdonald gives an account. of 
the work done by the South African 
Union Department of Agriculture, of 
which he is chief, in solving the pro- 
blem of securing a suitable wheat 
that can be gfown on dry veldts and 
that uas_ satisfactorily solved 
by the cultivation of the durum 
wheats. The writer gives the follow- 
ing interesting details as to the wheat, 

Ripe durum wheat in the fleld looks 
like barley, and one is apt, on seeing 
it fo- the first timé, to confuse it 
with the latter cereal. It is usually 
fairly tall, with broad, smooth leaves, 
the heads are’ *eavily bearded, the 
kernels large and very hard, having 
less starch than. the common types 
and varying in color from a light to a 
reddish yellow. The grain of the 
finest durum wheat is large, very hard, 
whitish, and. slightly transparent. 
Durum wheats are grown both as 
spring and winter wheats. To ensure 
success they should be sown on molis- 
ture-saving fallows, and the growing 
wheat shoulé be lightly harrowed to 
renew the soil-blanket and so retain 
the soil-moisture: until harvest time, 


Kadiak Island Bears 

The biggest bears in the world are 
to be found on Kadiak Island, in the 
gulf of Alaska, south of the great 
shoulder of ‘territory that stretches 
out into the Pacific. The Kadlak 
bears are of the polar breed, perfectly 
white, with long heavy fur, and are 
twice the size of the black be.-: of 
the Rocky Mountains. They weigh 
2,400 to 3,000 pounds, stand as high 
as an ordinary cow and are the biggest 
carniverous animals living. The tracks 
they leaive in the snow have often 
measured fifteen inches in length and 
ten inches in width. They are sav- 
age and fight desperately when at- 
tacked. 

Bear traps are usually bated with 
honey, but the Kadiak trapper.. use a 
pig. * Bears are uncommonly fond of 
pork, and a pig .when imprisoned in 
a trap. makes a demonstration which 
attracts the attention of the bears at 
a longer distance’ than the odor of 
honey. y 

Kadiak is wooded and mountainous, 
but it has good natural harbors. There 
is a population of some 1,500 mostly 
Eskimos, living on the coast and en- 
gaged in the salmon fishing industry.

cient Rome, for an archaeologist has 
found that the Imperial palace on-the 
Palatine Hil contained no less, than 
thtee large elevators. . Although the 
elevators evidently lacked the refine- 
ments of mechanism and finish of the 
twentieth century. machines, we can 
see in them an additional proof of 
the - inventiveness and engineering 
skill of the Romans. Even in the first 
century, Roman houses were warmed 
by. hot air that rose from furnace- 
rooms and that circulated beneath the 
floors and iaside the walls.

Although improved appliances and in- 
creased knowledge have brought about 
great advances in domestic engineer- 
ing it is evident that early in domes- 
tic Christian era the Romans concelv- 
ed and constructed many of the con- 
trivances that not so long ago were 
considered as luxuries in the mo38t civ- 
ilized countries.

In some districts winter departs for 
only two months in the twelve, so that 
day and night, month by month, the 
deadening loneliness of perpetual 
snow. threatens to drive a man into 
melancholia. It is a heavy _ test 
of human endurance: not so much 
in the time of activity as when the 
monotony of existence turns a week 
into an eternity. Twice a year the 
‘Supplies of food are packed in and 
then the operator and his visitors ex- 
haust the possibilities of conversation. 
For the rest of the time ,it Is only 
a break in the line that gives a man 
a chance to meet his comrades. When 
that significant accident occurs, he 
loads his tools and marches forth in 
search of the interruption. 

Two of the worst foes of the moun- 
tain operator are the forest fires and 
the avalanche. Again and again 
their depredations sweep away poles 
and wires, demanding heroic service 
of the linemen to restore normal con: 
ditions. An eyewitness of one of 
these storms described it as an aval- 
anche of fice and snow that had swept 
great rocks and giant trees like 
matchwood before it down the moun- 
tain side. The slide measured 1,200 
feet across and 80 feet deep. It 
could have buried out of sight a good 
sized town. | Yet when it was neces- 
sary to re-establish the wires ‘and 
poles ripped to shreds in its thun- 
derous course the linemen took it as 
a little incident scarce worth writing 
about to headquarters. 


Invented Sewing Machine 

The first successful sewing machine 
was the invention of Elias Howe, who 
was born at Spencer, Mass., ninety- 
four years ago: After a meagre 
country school education. he became 
@ mechanic, and’-was only a youth 
when he began his ‘efforts to invent 
a method of sewing by machine. Eng- 
lish, French and American inventors 
held similar ambitions, but ‘their ma- 
chines were not successful, A ma- 
chine. that would really sew was com- 
pleted by Howe in 1845 and patented 
the following year. For years he 
sought, both in.America and. England 
to bring his machine to public atten- 
tion. In the meantime others began 
the manufacture of machines, and 
Howe was forced to appeal to the 
In 1845 he attaitied success 
in his legal battle and bullt a factory 
with a capacity of 100 machines a

millionaire before he died in 1867.

Irrigating the Desert 

The common opinion that there is 
no water in the desert of Sahara is 
quite incorrect, for in all parts of the 
great desert that are inhabited there 
is plenty ofvrwater. The troublé is 
to find it, for,it lies at unknown 
depths below the surface of the sandy 
waters. 

It is the mission of a party of artes- 
ian well diggers operating in the south 
of Algerta, to discover and make use 
of this hidden water, and in Feb- 
ruary last one of these engineers 
opened a well that has claimed the 
world’s record, having a flow of 8,000 
gallons a minute. wo 

This is in the oasis of Tolga, about 
22 miles west of Biskara. T).> water 
rises in a fountain six feet high and 
forms a small river that will make it 
poss.ble to irrigate about 8,000 acres 
of land. 

During the past ten years wells 
have been bored which produce 46,- 
000 gallons of water a minute, making 
116,000 gallons since the French have 
occupied the land. This makes it 
possible, to irrigate 1,800,000 date 
palms in which lies the wealth of 
Southern Algeria. 


Invention of Stethoscope 

The first public demonstration of 
the uses of the stethoscope was made 
by Dr. Laennec, the' inventor, in. a 
Paris hospital ninety-seven years ago. 
Auscultation, or diagnosis o! the con- 
dition of internal organs by the sense 
of hearing, was used by the ancients, 
but it was-not until a little over a cen- 
tury ago that physicians realized its 
great importance in incipient’ affecta- 
tions of the chest, and tapping the 
chest with fingers, were the original 
methods usod, bit Laennec*found that 
by rolling a quire of paper into a 
kind of cylinder, and applying one end 
to the patient’s chest and the other 
to his own ear, much better results 
coule be had thaa by the immediate 
application of the ear. This led to 
his invention of the stethoscope, or 
breast explorer. The whole subject 
of auscultation has been vastly elab- 
orated and the stethoscope greatly 
improved since Laennec’s time, and 
continued investigation has only serv- 
ed to’ demonstrate more fully the val- 
us of this method of diagnosis.

Tide-Predicting Machine 

A necessary part Of every mariner’s 
educ.tion is an acquaintance with the 
tides. He may not know it ‘from 
personal knowledge, but he must be 
supplied. with a book whick will tell 
him under ordinary circumstances how 
high the water will be at a certain 
time, The preparation of this bock 
is another function Jof the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey.. About every year 
it issues a large volume giving the 
tides for every day in the year for 
practically every harbor a slip may 
encounter—more than 3,000 in all, 

The survey's knowledge in this mat- 
ter is the result of years of study and 
labor, resulting in a apparatus ‘which 
can. predict what the tides will be-at 
any, given place in the world. The 
machine which the survey has con- 
structed represents fifteen year’ 
work. This tide-predicting mach!ae 
is one of two in the possession of the 
survey, the other having been built 
in 1832 by an official of that office. 
Only four others of any merit exist, 
of which Eagland possesses two. The 
one at the survey, however, is ack- 
nowledged to be the best in the 
world. ; ; 

In order to perfect this apparatus a 
minute and prolonged study of actual 
tidal conditions in the ports of the 
world was necessary. Charts were 
made by means of a float to which was 
attached a péncil When the water 
rose, the. pencil did iikewlse apa. i 
scribed an‘ upward curve, and’ vice- 
versa when the tide feil, All the 
charts so ovtalned were assembled 
ana studied.

OLD AGE IS ONLY A GERM. 


And When We Find the Antitoxin We'll 
Stay Young Till We Die, 

It seems that according to most re- 

cent discoveries old age is nota natu 

ral result of years, but is a microbe. 


‘| At least this is claimed by the scien- 


tist Metchnikoff of the Pasteur insti- 
tute in Paris. 

It is not necessary that people should 
feel burdened with years and grow 
feeble and exhausted as the months 
Troll into years. All that is due to a 
microbe in the body, and when'science 
' can once: discover the antitoxin which 
can successfully combat the polsonous 
effects of the microbe we can live on, 
‘ perbaps not longer, but without any 
: discomfort until the end comes. He 

bases his theory on bis observations of 
mammals as compared with birds. 

A dog or a horse, for instance, shows 
distinct signs of senility. It grows 
feeble and decrepit and breaks down in 
every way. But-birds do not. A duck 
that is twenty years old’ shows no 
signs of advanced age. Parrots remain 
~for long years in a youthful state and 
retain their brilliant plumage. In the 
case of a parrakeet which, aecording to 
rellable information, is seventy to sev- 
enty-five years old it is impossible to 
recognize old age, so entirely normal is 
its appearance and so easy its move 
ments. 

The eause, it is claimed, lies in the 
difference in the intestines in mam- 
mals and birds. The latter are so built 
that, the microbes which are so abun- 
dant In the intestines of the mammals 
do not or cannot accumulate in the 
bird. In the mammal they increase 
from year to year, and the toxic effect 
from these intestinal sources produces 
the phenomenon: which we call “old 
age.”—Chicago Tribune.

During the ten-year period from 1900 
to 1910 we added 4,552 new factories 
to those already established in Can- 
ada, or an average of 450 per year, 
or three new factories established for 
every two working days in the year.

Tho employes {n our factories num 
bered, according to the census, 511,841, 
which means that one in every four: 
teen of the entire population of Canada 
{s actually working in a factory. When 
to these you add, first those who are 
directly dependent upon: those, 
as wives, mothers and children, and 
others indirectly dependent upon 
them, such as the butcher, the baker, 
the doctor, the lawyer, or whoever 
{t may be, I think you will recognize 
what a tremendous’ portion. of the 
population are dependent upon the in- 
dustries for maintenance an? support. 
And that industrial activity and de 
velopment owes its being almost en- 
tirely to the polfey of protection 
which we have adopted. We in Can- 
ada think it is a good thing for that 
part of the empire, whatever centre 
It may be, Toronto, Montreal or Win- 
nipeg, if it is being built up and de- 
veloped, rather than Pittsburg, Buffa- 
lo, or Chicago, and we ar» able to 
keep our people at home rather than 
send them by hundreds of thousands 
to the United States to look for in- 
dustrial employment which we could 
not give them in Canada. It is estli- 
mated there are 3,000,000 Canadians 
living in the United States. There 
are whole cities Im New England popu: 
lated by Canadians, getting employ- 
ment in factories which they could not 
find in thelr own country, but, that 
condition of affairs, is changed, and 
to-day the tide is flowing the other 
way.

The celebrated italian .archacdlo- 
‘gist, Commendatore Bonl, thé  exca- 
vator of tha,Roman Fortim, has been 
visiting London, and to a large aud- 
fence of classical students at King’s 
College, he gave a lecture’ or The 
Houses of the Republican Périod now! 
discovered under the palace of Do- 
mitian, 

One of the most mnteresting state- 
ments of Sig.or Boni was that he 
had discovered traces of the original 
dining room of Néro, which could” be 
Tevolved” by machinery. In his

lecturer, of the houses. of the great 
patrician families. ‘ Several highly 
important discoveries had been made. 
A study of the Palace of Domitian had 
resulted, said Commendatore Bonl, in 
the discovery of part of a ciroslar 
drain of the time of Nero. A stair- 
case was found leading to a series of 
five chambers, separated by arched 
doorways, in which salt-water fish 
were preserved and segregated ac- 
cording to their size aud quclity. He 
took this to be a Neronian construct- 
fon. A cylindrical’ wall of the time 
o! Nero, which cut right through an 
underground house, wes also found. 
The vau:ts of this house had a num 
ber of frescoes on the walls, which 
still retalred the beautiful purple ci 
the murex, and were decorated with 
little brackets which might have sup- 
ported lamps. 

One of the most remarzable dis- 
coveries under the Palace of Domitian 
was the oréginal frescoes, rzether badly 
damaged, one showing the landing of 
In the basement, 
too, were found the remains of the 
imperial throne. When the lecturer 
descended a hole in the centre of the 
atrium of the palace he found galler- 
jes beautifully plastered, with Ro- 
man material, and bones cf animals, 
pottery, a magnificent figure of a lion

For many years 
these were. made from thé vulcanite 
run into moulds while hot, and after- 
wards trimméd and polished, A very 


great improvement was effected, says-
